BOMBER HOPED 
FOR A RACE WAR 


Report by John Scott 


A TERRORIST who planted 
bombs at three mosques in 
the Black Country wanted 
to start a race war, police 
have revealed. 

Materials for another three 
explosive devices were found at the 
home of Ukrainian nail bomber 
Pavlo Lapshyn. The 25-year-old’s 
intention was to target innocent 
members of the public. 

As well as admitting planting a nail bomb 
which exploded at Kanz-ul-Iman mosque in 
Tipton in July, he also confessed to planting 
two other bombs near mosques in Walsall 
and Wolverhampton, and admitted the 
murder of grandfather Mohammed Saleem 
in Birmingham. 

Police said Lapshyn, who had arrived in 
the West Midlands on the pretence of joining 
an engineering firm was ‘extremely danger¬ 
ous’. 

Detective Superintendent Shaun 
Edwards, from the West Midlands Counter 
Terrorism Unit, said: “We found part-made 
devices in Lapshyn’s room plus chemicals 
and bomb-making equipment, so it is clear 
he planned to place further devices with the 
intention of killing or maiming. ” 

Shrapnel 

Lapshyn’s 90-day campaign of terror 
began just five days after he entered the 
country. He stabbed Mohammed Saleem 
three times in the back, killing the 82-year- 
old as he walked home from evening prayers. 

On June 21, he targeted Walsall’s Aisha 
Mosque in Rutter Street, Caldmore, when 
he planted explosive devices in a child’s 
lunch box at the mosque gates. Seven days 
later he placed a bomb on a roundabout near 
Wolverhampton Central Mosque. 

But his most serious attack was at 
Kanz-ul-Iman mosque in Tipton, where 
he packed hundreds of nails in a bomb 
on a railway embankment next to the 
mosque’s car park. 

By a stroke of luck, Friday afternoon 
prayers were being held an hour later than 
usual on the first Friday of Ramadan. 

Bosses at the Binfield Street mosque 
forgot to update their website with news 
that prayers were being held an hour later 
than usual on the first Friday of Ramadan. 

If they had taken place at the normal time

many of the 200 strong congregation are 
likely to have been in the line of fire when a 
bomb made by Lapshyn sent a deadly 
shower of nails sweeping across the car 
park, hurling debris in a 70m circle. 

The defendant, who speaks three lan¬ 


guages, replied when asked for the motive 
for the bombings: “Racism.” He then 
explained: “I would like to increase racial 
conflict because they are not white and I am 
white.” He revealed he had intended to 
‘hurt’ people in the Tipton blast before 
adding: “I have a racial hatred, so I have a 
motivation, a racial motivation.” 

Det Supt Edwards said: “All three devices 
he detonated were powerful but his final 
attack in Tipton was the first to feature 
shrapnel and nails. He placed this near the 
mosque’s car park with the intention of 
hitting worshippers as they arrived for 
prayers. In interview, Lapshyn stressed he 
was acting alone.” 


Lapshyn appeared at the Old Bailey on 
Tuesday where he admitted murdering Mr 
Saleem, causing an explosion on July 12 and 
engaging in conduct in preparation of ter¬ 
rorist acts between April 24 and July 18. 

He will be sentenced on Friday. 

Meanwhile, police patrols have been 
stepped up and dome hawk cameras 
installed close to the Kanz-ul-Iman mosque. 

Tipton Green Sgt Dave Rogers said: “We 
have been stepping up patrols and are doing a 
lot of work around that area with other issues, 
but while we are there we are killing two birds 
with one stone.” Sgt Rogers added that a lot of 
fear had ‘gone away’ since the bomb blast and 
people were getting back to normal. 


Mother 
who ran 
over man 
is jailed 

A MOTHER drove at a crowd 
of people before running over 
a man twice and then lying 
that her car had been stolen 
in a bid to avoid justice, a 
court was told. 

Abigail Ratcliffe, from 
Tipton, was sentenced to 10 
months in prison. 

A court was told it was a 
‘miracle’ her teenage victim 
had not been more seriously 
hurt. Ratcliffe had been 
drinking at the Harrier pub 
in Tipton when a row broke 
out in the early hours, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told on Tuesday. 

Mr Simon Phillips, prose¬ 
cuting, said she went to her 
car, while intoxicated. He 
said she then drove at speed 
towards the crowd of people. 
The court was told that a 
male passenger then got out 
and punched an 18-year-old 
to the floor. He added: “The 
vehicle then reversed over 
him. It actually reversed over 
his head.” It returned and 
ran over the victim’s legs. 

Ratcliffe, aged 24, of Bev- 
erston Road, Tipton, plea¬ 
ded guilty to assault occ- 
assioning actual bodily 
harm, dangerous driving, 
driving with excess alcohol 
and attempting to pervert 
the course of justice.

Final farewell to 1700s inn

IT HAS been hidden from public view 
for years - but now a home thought to 
date back to the 1700s is once again on 
show as work begins to demolish the 
building. 

The former coaching inn emerged out of 
the undergrowth last week after overgrown 
trees were cleared to make way for workers 
to demolish the property that is believed to 
be one of Tipton’s oldest surviving build¬ 
ings. 

Up until 2007 the house in Bilston Road 
near the Gospel Oak pub was the home of 
one of Sandwell’s best known artists, Pat 
Arnett, who has produced works including a 
set of large murals for West Bromwich 
Central Library. 

She said: “My husband Harold and I had 
a number of happy years in the house and it 
was his family home before that. 


“We were successful in being able to 
spend most of our lives in a place we loved, 
that was the important thing to me.” 

The 90-year-old said she had offered the 
building to the Black Country Museum but 
had been told they didn’t have enough space 
to reconstruct it. 

During the 1970s and 1980s she cam¬ 
paigned with the help of prominent politi¬ 
cians, including the former speaker of the 
House of Commons, Baroness Betty 
Boothroyd, to save the home from demoli¬ 
tion. “The council tried to demolish the 
building a number of times but I wouldn’t 
let them, but six years ago the time came for 
me to let go,” said Mrs Arnett. 

“I had a number of break-ins and the 
windows were broken and the council said it 
had become a problem, so I took the difficult 
decision to leave.” 


Killer fails 
in appeal 
on prison 

A CHURCH-GOING boyfri¬ 
end, who choked his student 
lover to death failed to per¬ 
suade top judges his sen¬ 
tence was too harsh. 

Daniel Anthony Michael 
Jones, aged 28, was jailed for 
10 years, with a five-year 
extended licence period, at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in February after 
admitting the manslaughter 
of Korean student, Da In 
Lee. The jury acquitted 
Jones of her murder. 

The 22-year-old’s fear of 
Jones was such that she had 
tried to move away to avoid 
him, although there had 
been a ‘form of reconcilia¬ 
tion’ shortly before her 
death at his hands last April. 

Ms Lee’s death followed a 
row which ended with Jones, 
of Grace Road, Tipton, 
squeezing her around the 
windpipe while he clamped a 
hand over her mouth. 

Mr Justice Blair, sitting 
with Lord Justice Pitchford 
and Mr Justice Keith, said 
‘callous’ Jones had put his 
hand over Ms Lee’s mouth to 
‘stop her screaming’ and 
would have seen the signs of 
asphyxiation on her face. 

He said: “We do not con¬ 
sider the sentence to be 
manifestly excessive,” dis¬ 
missing Jones’ appeal.

Phoenix scheme vital say chiefs 


REGENERATION bosses have 
insisted a multi-million pound 
scheme to clean up a contami¬ 
nated site and create hundreds of 
jobs is of vital importance, despite 
concerns from residents. 

A public event giving families the 
chance to quiz Walsall Council officers 
over the Phoenix 10 project was held 
this week. 

The aim of the scheme is to create a 
business hub on the old James Bridge 
IMI Copper site, near the M6 in 
Walsall, as part of the Black Country 
Enterprise Zone. 

Walsall Council has stepped in to 
lead the project after private sector 


developer Parkhill Estates pulled out 
at the end of last year. 

The land needs major reclamation 
work because of contamination and 
there was controversy earlier this 
year after the council declined to 
reveal the cost of cleaning up the land 
in public. 

Disruption 

Parkhill had initially estimated the 
transformation of the 37-acre plot 
would cost £18 million but the price is 
now expected to soar. 

Residents raised fears over years of 
disruption as a result of the building 
works, as well as health concerns 
relating to open cast mining that will 


take place to extract coal from the site 
as part of a major de-contamination 
operation. 

But regeneration chief Councillor 
Adrian Andrew said: “It’s essential 
local people are involved in this, one of 
the most important projects in the 
Black Country, to ensure it succeeds 
not only in cleaning up the site but 
making sure that as many jobs are 
created as possible. 

“As we’ve previously said the 
Phoenix 10 site is a major opportunity, 
not only within the Enterprise Zone, 
but within the Black Country and has 
the potential to create hundreds jobs 
for the region.”

THE OWNERS of a nursing home 
are hoping to set a new bench¬ 
mark for care in Sandwell after 
taking on a £3.5 million invest¬ 
ment project.

Directors of Carlton, Tony Billingham 
and Carole Jenkins, had purchased the local 
landmark for their own care business expan¬ 
sion more than two years ago, but had 
shelved the project and the building had 
become a target for metal thieves and 
vandals. 

The property and its extensive grounds 
are now central to development plans at 
Poplars, taking nursing bed numbers from

Reputation 

The project will create 35 new jobs for the 
area. 

A practitioner for 17 years and a partner 
in a multi-centred primary care practice, Dr 
Narhlya, said: “We had been looking to 
expand our portfolio and came to see the 
Poplars. It had a reputation second to none 
for its high level of nursing care and it was 
quickly apparent during that visit it had 
something very special to offer.

Brick-throwing thugs 
hit head of youngster 


Joshua’s jumping for big chance

YOBS left the mother of a two-year- 
old girl fearing for her daughter’s life 
after they threw a brick through the 
window of the taxi they were travel¬ 
ling in, hitting the youngster in the 
head. 

Chanelle Glanville has branded the cul¬ 
prits scumbags and said her daughter was 
left with a large gash in the back of her head 
as a result of the attack. 

The 26-year-old was travelling home to Tipton 
with two-year-old Remy and her 10-year-old 
daughter Mercedes from her sister’s home in 
Wednesbury the brick came flying through the 
window on Dudley Street, near Potters Lane. 

She said: “I was on the phone at the time to my 
cousin, we were just travelling along and I turned 
my head to look out the window, when I heard a 
bang and something hit my head. 

“Then Remy and Mercedes just started scream¬ 
ing. The taxi driver pulled over, I touched my head 
and noticed it was bleeding, and I was in complete 
shock then. We had been sprayed with glass. 

Panicking 

“I took the seatbelt off Remy to get her out of 
the car, and that’s when I noticed there was lots 
of blood coming out of her head. 

“I was really panicking and screaming loads 
that we needed an ambulance. 

“Her eyes were rolling and she kept dropping 
off to sleep, I just thought she was going to die. 

“The first thing I did was pray.” 

The taxi driver then called an ambulance, 
which first took them to Sandwell Hospital before 
they went on to Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

Remy was put on a drip and monitored 
overnight, before being given stitches an dis¬ 
charged at around 3.30pm the following day. 

Miss Glanville said she knew there was at least 
one person outside the taxi at the time of the inci¬ 
dent but she could not give a description as the 
incident was a blur. She added: “I jut think they 
are disgusting people. When I got outside the taxi 
I was shouting ‘how can you do that?’ 

“They are just scumbags. If that had hit our 
taxi driver we could have all died. 

“To throw a brick at a car you know that there’s 
going to be some kind of accident, and that people 
are going to get hurt in some way. 

“They are just terrible people.” 

Detective Constable Debbie Hickinbottom is 
investigating the attack, which happened on 
October 8 at around 9.30pm.

BAGGIES’ football fans are 
the best behaved among 
West Midland teams, accord¬ 
ing to the latest figures. 

Across the region more 
than 200 were arrested 
throughout last season, with 
West Brom supporters prop¬ 
ping up the list with just 10 
troublemakers. 

Wolves fans top the list 
with 65 fans arrested, fol¬ 
lowed by Birmingham City, 
with 60. Forty-three Walsall 
fans were arrested - one 
more than Aston Villa, 
which clocked up 42. 

The Express & Star 
obtained the data through a 
Freedom of Information 
request from West Midlands 
Police. 

The figures show that the 
220 arrests made in the 
2012/13 season include accu¬ 
sations of sexual offences, 
possession of an offensive 
weapon and assault on a 
police officer. 

The figures present a rise 
in the numbers, with Home 
Office data showing 192

Miliband's 
pledge on 
bills freeze 

A BLACK Country MP has 
welcomed the announce¬ 
ment by Ed Miliband that 
Labour is planning to freeze 
energy bills until the start of 
2017. 

John Spellar MP for War- 
ley said that under David 
Cameron gas and electricity 
bills have gone up £300 for 
the average household. 

Mr Spellar said: “Britain’s 
families are facing a cost of 
living crisis. Prices have 
risen faster than wages in 38 
of the 39 months that David 
Cameron has been in Down¬ 
ing Street and energy bills 
have gone up by almost 
£300. 

“I know how people in 
Sandwell are struggling 
with the rising cost of living. 
Many of my constituents 
have written to me worried 
about their energy bills, and 
having to make a choice 
between heating their 
homes or buying food. 

“When the price of energy 
increases energy companies 
pass this on but when it 
drops consumers don’t see 
their bills fall.” 

Library shuts 
for roof work 

A LIBRARY will be closed 
for five weeks while repair 
work on the roof of the build¬ 
ing takes place. 

Cradley Library, which 
will also be redecorated at 
the same time, will be shut 
from November 4. The 
council now says that the 
cost of the revamp is exp¬ 
ected to be around £17,000. 

It is the latest library in 
the borough to be given a 
makeover and follows work 
at Dudley and Netherton 
libraries. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, 
cabinet member for libr¬ 
aries, said: “Unfortunately 
we need to close the library 
in order for these essential 
improvement works to be 
carried out.”

Right to Buy council homes sales on the rise

SALES of council houses to tenants have more than 
doubled in the West Midlands under the Right to Buy 
scheme, new figures have revealed. 

Ministers have praised the increase as a sign of growth in 
the housing market and as a way of funding the costs of 
building new homes. 

But council bosses in the Black Country say it is having a 
‘major impact’ by putting pressure on housing waiting lists. 

The Department for Local Government and Communi¬ 
ties said 430 people in Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Dudley 
and Cannock Chase bought their council homes under 
Right to Buy over the past year compared to 204 the year 
before. 

It comes after the Government said tenants could get a 
discount of up to £75,000 on the price of their home - a 
£25,000 increase - which is believed to have helped boost 
sales. In Sandwell, 184 homes were bought by tenants in 


2012/13 compared with 76 the the year before. Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain, Sandwell Council’s deputy leader, said: 
“National changes to the Right to Buy scheme have and will 
continue to have a major impact on both the number of 
homes we have available to allocate and our future invest¬ 
ment programme. 

Compared 

“Additionally, we are under a lot of pressure because of 
the arrears being caused by the bedroom tax and all of this 
is resulting in us having to remodel our investment pro¬ 
gramme. We are also looking at a number of options as to 
how we can replace the properties we are losing.” 

In Wolverhampton, 119 council homes were sold under 
the scheme, compared with 60 in 2011/12. Councillor Peter 
Bilson, Wolverhampton City Council’s deputy leader said: 
“This has had an adverse effect on the number of available 
council properties at a time when the demand for social 


housing is increasing.” In Dudley, 109 tenants were helped 
to buy their home under the policy compared with 57 the 
year before. Councillor David Sparks, leader of Dudley 
Council, said: “It is in everyone’s interest that the property 
market in Dudley is buoyant. This allows people to sell their 
houses and provide a stream of properties to first time 
buyers as everyone moves up the housing chain.” 

There were 18 homes purchased in Cannock, up from 11 
homes the year before. Other areas such as Walsall, 
Stafford, Lichfield and South Staffordshire don’t have any 
council housing. 

Housing minister Kris Hopkins said the ‘reinvigorated’ 
Right to Buy scheme would help people get on the property 
ladder. He said: “For years the Right to Buy was allowed to 
wither on the vine, with ever-decreasing discounts leaving 
the prospect of home ownership out of reach for far too 
many social tenants.” 


Public transformation step 
nearer with chiefs' support 


THE DEAL which will see The Public trans¬ 
formed into a sixth form college has moved a 
step closer after being rubber stamped by 
council chiefs. 

Sandwell Council’s decision-making cabinet met 
last week to approve the prospective 25-year deal 
between the local authority and Sandwell College for 
the much maligned arts centre. 


Bosses say the plan, 
which will also see part of 
the building used for arts 
and business support, 
‘gives the best option for a 
viable, long-term future 
for the building’. 

A statement from the 
council also said the plan 
‘boosts educational oppor¬ 
tunities in the borough and 
cuts local council taxpay¬ 
ers’ subsidies’. 

The current programme 
at The Public will end on 
Saturday, November 16 at 
the end of a planned Cele¬ 
bration Week, which will 
include live music, song 
and dance. 

Negotiations 

The building’s tempo¬ 
rary closure will allow con¬ 
version work on all floors 
in time for a sixth form 
centre to open in Septem¬ 
ber 2014. The college will 
be paying for conversion 
costs. 

Meanwhile negotiations 
between college chiefs and 
council officers are contin¬ 
uing. Councillor Darren 
Cooper, leader of Sandwell 
Council, said: “This deal 
offers a bright future for 
The Public building that 
invests in thousands of 
young people’s futures, as 
well as supporting the arts 
and putting a new focus on 
business. 

“This plan will help the

borough’s continuing drive 
to improve education, 
which is key to an area like 
Sandwell, and having this 
high-class learning centre 
is the icing on the cake to 
the educational offer for 
Sandwell’s young people. 

“Crucially, this plan 
gives a more affordable, 
long-term future for the 
building.” 

He added: “This has 
been a difficult decision 
and we have listened to 
concerns people have 
raised about the future use 
of the building, but we 
cannot please everybody. 

“Unfortunately the 
harsh reality is that 
massive government cuts 
to the council’s budget 
mean we simply can’t 
afford to carry on subsidis¬ 
ing it to the tune of £30,000 
a week - or nearly £1.6 
million a year - as we are at 
the moment.” 

Scott Upton, vice-princi¬ 
pal of Sandwell College 
said “The young people of 
Sandwell deserve the very 
best educational facilities. 
Sandwell College encour¬ 
ages the highest ambition 
amongst its students.” 

The council is currently 
working to relocate busi¬ 
nesses and community 
groups based at The 
Public.

THE story about young William 
Ghassemi, the Staffordshire 
schoolboy who dressed up as 
Hitler after being told to come as 
a character from the Second 
World War, tells us a great deal 
about a small but vocal section of 
the modern education system. 

How can you tell kids to dress 
up as characters from the Second 
World War, and then be surprised 
when one turns up as the bloke 
who started it? But amid all the 
sound and fury coming from both 
sides of the debate, somebody 
seems to have overlooked the 
most fundamental question of all: 
what is it with schools today and 
dressing up? 

It seems no primary school 
history lesson these days is com¬ 
plete without a raid on the dress¬ 
ing-up box. Lessons about the 
English Civil War? Knee-high 
boots, and plumes of feathers, 
naturally. The Tudors? Big belts 
and floppy hats, of course. 

Apparently, they call it 
‘empathy’, so I suppose it is prob¬ 
ably just as well that they draw the 
line at empathising with one of the 
biggest mass murderers of the 
modern times. 

But how does dressing up 
teach anyone anything about 
history? Imagine the scene, 30 
years from now, when today’s 
youngsters try to explain the 
Second World War to their own 
children.

CHARLOTTE LILLEY talks to 
Jack Haddock who has lived in 
his Walsall semi-detached home 
for the past 85 years 

THERE is no place like home for 
pensioner Jack Haddock who is 
still living in the same house he 
moved to as a baby boy in the 
1920s. 

The RAF veteran, who is now 86 
years old, loves his semi-detached 
property in Walsall so much he even 
split up with his girlfriend when she 
suggested they move into a house 
down the road. 

He has lived in the same house on 
Webster Road ever since he was aged just 
one when his parents. Jack Senior and 
Florence, moved there in 1928. 

And he even uses the same appliances 
his parents used in the 1930s, including a 
wireless radio on which his family heard 
the news the Second World War had been 
declared. He has also converted an old 
Anderson air-raid shelter, which he and 
his family used when German bombers 
flew over, into a shed. 

Lucky 

Mr Haddock, who has never married 
and has no children, said he loves living in 
his home, which is owned by the local 
housing association, and has no plans to 
move. 

“I’m very attached to this house and I 
love living here,” he said. “I know lots of 
people in this community and would hate 
to move from this house. It’s always been 
a decent area and a lot of people have lived 
here a long time. 

“I consider myself very lucky to have

lived here, where so much has gone on 
over the years. I suppose I take being 
here for granted. 

“I was tempted to get married once, 
in the 1970s or 80s, but I had mother- 
in-law trouble. She and my girlfriend 
wanted me to move to The Delves, but 
I opted against it because I wanted to 
stay here. I cut it dead and that was the 
reason.” 

Mr Haddock was born in nearby Hos¬ 
pital Street in September 1927 and his 
parents paid a weekly rent of seven 


shillings and lip when they moved into 
the house a year later. 

The only time he moved away was 
when he joined the RAF as a driver at 
the end of the war and went to live in 
the south of the country for five years. 
When he returned, he worked as a 
motor mechanic and went into the 
metal trade, starting his own firm 
repairing antiques before retiring in his 
50s. He added: “My father worked on 
the trams in the 1920s and was one of 
the first people to apply for a council 


house in Walsall. 

“To get a house, he had references 
from the local vicar, the tram depot and 
the Royal Artillery in which he served 
during the First World War, but he was 
missing a crucial requirement - a child. 

“I was brought into the world and my 
parents were given a tenancy at a new 
council house in Webster Road, a few 
streets from where I was born, for a 
weekly rent of 7s lid. I’ve lived here ever 
since, apart from my five years in the 
RAF after the Second World War. 

“At the time we moved in, it was quite 
modern and state of the art, although of 
course we all had coal fires then and the 
bathroom was downstairs. My earliest 
memories are of steam trains roaring 
past our house on the way to Ryecroft 
Engine Shed, which is now Mill Lane 
Nature Reserve. 

“My parents passed away in 1958 and 
I carried on living here. My father never 
missed a day’s rent and I’ve always kept 
up with the payments.” The house was 
built by Walsall Council for just £295 and 
is now owned by Walsall Housing Group. 
Over the years, it has seen a number of 
improvements. It was upgraded as part of 
the Decent Homes programme intro¬ 
duced in 2000. Mr Haddock, who has 
never smoked and keeps fit by cycling 20 
miles every day, still visits the grocery 
shop he has used since the 1930s, when it 
was run by a man named Joseph Ven¬ 
ables. 

He said: “It was an institution because 
he ran the shop in true Victorian 
fashion.” 

His long life at his home has now been 
turned into a book - The Home That Jack 
Built - by Walsall Housing Group analyst 
Rob Hunter. 

It celebrates Mr Haddock’s life as one 
of the town’s most long-standing resi¬ 
dents and uses photographs taken over 
85 years.

Transparency needed on Public's change 


BEFORE we all get too excited 
over this ‘win-win’ solution to The 
Public’s predicament, I wouldn’t 
place too much faith in Sandwell 
College’s ability to run a commu¬ 
nity arts programme. 

Last November, after several 
months spent organising a joint event 
with the college’s dance and photog¬ 
raphy departments at the college’s 
theatre, I arrived at reception with 
our DJ, who was not a student and 
had given up his time free of charge. 

He was ordered to take off his cap 
by a rude security guard. 


Quite rightly, he refused. I asked to 
see someone in authority who 
repeated the ‘take your cap off or you 
don’t come in’ mantra. 

It made no odds that 70 people were 
waiting in the theatre for the DJ. 

We’re not told where the money 
will come from to carry out this act of 
cultural vandalism in converting the 
building to college use. 

Probably the same place that £40 
million plus of public lottery cash to 
build The Public came from in the 
first place - us. The college will be 
walking - completely gratis - into a 


facility paid for by arts lottery cash 
intended for community arts use, not 
educational use. When all is accom¬ 
plished I suspect the ‘solution’ will 
cost a lot more than the £1.6 million 
the council are currently spending. 

The least they could do is publish a 
full and open account of money spent 
so far, and the money the college and 
council plan to spend to achieve the 
conversion in the future. I wouldn’t 
hold your breath though.

Jail for man caught with 
class A drugs worth £700 


A MAN who was caught with 
more than £700 worth of class A 
drugs has been jailed for 32 
months. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told Jamal Din turned to drugs to alle¬ 
viate pain from injuries he suffered 
when he was attacked with a machete 
in 2006. 

He was jailed following his latest convic¬ 
tion for drugs offences. Mr Edward Souls- 
by, prosecuting, told the court Din had 
pleaded guilty to possessing cocaine in its 
base form and heroin with intent to supply. 

He had admitted the charges on the basis 
that at least 50 per cent of the drugs were 
for his own use, and that he intended to sell 
the rest on to two or three other people. Mr 
Soulsby said on May 4 last year police had 
come across a Skoda car which they had 
wanted to trace parked in Waterloo Road at 
around 1.30pm. 

Shoulders 

Mr Soulsby said: “In the front seat there 
were two females, and in the rear sat Mr 
Din. He was trying to hide a small white 
bag and was covering it with his hand. The 
police told him to hand it over. Mr Din 
threw the white bag out of the window onto 
the street. The police grabbed Mr Din by 
the shoulders as he tried to get out of the 
car and he was restrained.” 

The court heard that 26-year-old Din 
struggled with police officers and in the 
end they had to use spray to detain him. 

Police later found the bag contained 26 
wraps of cocaine in its base form worth 
around £520, and 23 wraps of heroin worth 
£230. He also had £260 cash on him. 

Mr Ekwall Tiwana, defending, told the 
court that Din had been a drug addict for 
six years, and he was a man who would sell 
drugs to support his own habit. 

He told the court that in 2006 Din, of 
Bordesley Green East, Bordesley Green, 
was attacked with a machetel. He said: “He 
started to self-medicate, initially with can¬ 
nabis but then moved on to harder drugs.”

JOURNEY times between London and the West Midlands 
after the controversial £42.6 billion high speed rail line is built 
are still unknown, despite MPs being asked to back it, it has 
been revealed. 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson has criticised the Govern¬ 
ment for not being able to confirm the details. 


He asked questions of the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport about the HS2 
project, while ministers have admitted 
that they could not suggest what the 
fastest journey times would be 
between Wolverhampton and London 
when completed. 

It comes as concerns have been raised 
that the stations may lose some of their 
fast, direct trains to London amid pro¬ 
posals from Network Rail to transfer 
most long distance services to Birming¬ 
ham. It may mean passengers are 
forced to change trains at Birmingham 
to go south from the Black Country or 
Crewe to go north from Stafford. 

Backing 

Transport secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin has stressed that the gov¬ 
ernment is not backing HS2 to take 
services away from the Black Country 
or Staffordshire. 

But questions still remain over how 
the West Coast Main Line will be used 
once HS2 is finally up and running 
between London and Birmingham 
from 2026 and north to Manchester 
and Leeds from 2033. 

Mr Watson said: “When the govern¬ 
ment is about to spend £42.6bn worth 
of taxpayers’ money on HS2, I think 
everyone in the Black Country has a 
right to know whether they will benefit 
from that investment. 

“I am angered that ministers at the 
Department for Transport can’t reveal 
whether journey times from Sandwell 
and Dudley and Wolverhampton will 
be faster or slower once HS2 is com¬ 
pleted. He added: “Ministers need to

be straight with taxpayers in the Black 
Country as to whether we will face 
cuts to direct services to London and 
slower journey times to pay for HS2.” 

Transport minister Robert Goodwill 
told Mr Watson that the exact 
timetable, stopping patterns and serv¬ 
ices which will operate from the com¬ 
pletion of HS2’s first phase to 
Birmingham had yet to be determined. 

He said: “It is not realistic to set a 
timetable this far ahead.”

Benefits fraud topped £32,000 


A WOMAN who falsely claimed 
£32,700 in benefits over a five-year 
period has been spared immediate jail. 

Nusrat Bibi, of Mace Street, Cradley 
Heath, appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court after a jury found her 
guilty of four counts of benefit fraud. 

The 55-year-old falsely claimed 
£32,700 in income support, employ¬ 
ment support and job seekers’ 
allowance without declaring a share in 
a property which she held. Mr Andrew 
Wallace, prosecuting, said: “It seems 
the defendant moved across from her 


house and into a house belonging to 
one of her children. She then made 
claims for benefits to which she was 
not entitled. Over a five-year period 
Mrs Bibi claimed £32,700.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Anthony Potter, 
defending Bibi, described his client as 
‘a lady of previous good character’. 

She was sentenced to 10 months 
imprisonment for each offence, to run 
concurrently, which was suspended for 
two years. Sentencing her, Judge John 
Warner said: “You have been convicted 
by the jury of obtaining benefits to 


which you were not entitled. You 
claimed income support, employment 
support and job seekers’ allowance 
over a period of five years, totalling 
more than £32,000. 

“I’m quite satisfied that this was 
deliberate fraud from the outsets.” 

Bibi was found guilty by jury on Sep¬ 
tember 13 at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court of two counts of making false 
statements with a view to obtain bene¬ 
fits and two counts of dishonestly 
failing to notify a change in circum¬ 
stances. 


Jail for man in needle 
stab threat on guard 


A CAREER criminal breached 
his Asbo when he threatened 
to stab a security guard with a 
needle, a court heard. 

Frankie O’Donnell, who earlier 
this year was banned from the 
entire borough of Sandwell for five 
years, was back in court again after 
admitting stealing 40 packs of 
chewing gum from Poundland and 
the judge put him behind bars for a 
year. 

The 27-year-old had an accomplice 
during the theft on September 16, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told, 
and then challenged a security guard 
who had chased after the pair into 
Dudley town centre. 

During a struggle O’Donnell told the 
officer that if he didn’t let him go he 
would stab him with a needle. 

The pair then ran off and O’Donnell 
was arrested at his home the following 
day. Miss Joanne Barker, prosecuting, 
told the court: “There were two men, 
one selected gum and the other posi-

tioned himself to try and obscure the 
in-store security camera. The defen¬ 
dant and his friend were seen in 
Dudley town centre soon after.” 

The guard had followed them and 
the trio became involved in a scuffle. 


Miss Barker added: “The defendant 
told the security guard to let me go or 
I’m going to stab you with a needle.” 

O’Donnell pleaded guilty to breach¬ 
ing the part of his Asbo which prohib¬ 
ited him from using or threatening to 
use violence, as well as theft and a 
public order offence. He had 44 previ¬ 
ous convictions, relating to 27 off¬ 
ences. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said 
O’Donnell’s Asbo Sandwell-based 
exclusion zone was too wide and that 
he had been restricted from seeing his 
immediate family. 

Disgraceful 

O’Donnell, of Reservoir Road in 
Rowley Regis, was sentenced to 12 
months in prison. Judge Robin Onions 
told him: “In my assessment you’re a 
very young immature 27-year-old. 

“You behaved in a quite disgraceful 
way. It’s about as bad a record as I’ve 
come across. You’ve got to start chang¬ 
ing your behaviour. You have a history 
of disobedience of court orders - until 
you mend your ways you will be sen¬ 
tenced to custody.”

“He was so anxious to see the church built that he 
put the foundations in himself. He was a builder and 
they were allowed to stand and the church was 
built.” 

Mr Hadley added that this year’s anniversary was 
a highlight in the history of the church. 

“We are just very grateful that the church is still 
there because so many churches in the area have 
closed,” he said. 


Nowadays the church is a big part of the commu¬ 
nity, hosting local groups and classes for a range of 
activities.

Owner shows 
relief as dog's 
life is spared 

THE owner of a dog that viciously 
attacked another pet and a man shed 
tears of joy after being told his animal 
would be given a second chance. 

On June 9, 2012, James Prime was 
outside his home in Thimblemill Road, 
Bearwood, when his 22-month-old 
labrador mastiff cross Maximus broke free 
and attacked a two-year-old terrier called 
Buster and its owner’s friend John 
Shorney, Sandwell Magistrates Court 
heard. 

At an earlier hearing, Prime pleaded 
guilty to being the owner of a dog danger¬ 
ously out of control in a public place which 
caused injury, but the case was adjourned 
for behavioural tests on the dog. 

Wounds 

Miss Jo Taylor, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Shorney received a significant injury to his 
hand. There were a dozen puncture 
wounds and he still has reduced move¬ 
ment.” 

She also read a report from West 
Midland’s Police dog expert PC Keith 
Evans which said Maximus might still be a 
risk to the public. 

Mr Shabeer Qureshi, defending said: 
“Mr Prime is extremely remorseful for the 
attack.” 

District Judge Michael Wheeler said 
that although the report indicated behav¬ 
ioural change was unlikely, the dog 
deserved a second chance. 

He placed a contingency destruction 
order on Maximus which means it may be 
destroyed at a later date if it attacks 
someone again or breaches conditions 
designed to help its behaviour. 

For being the owner of a dog dangerously 
out of control Prime was given a 12 month 
community order and told to serve 120 
hours of unpaid work. He was also ordered 
to pay £400 in compensation to the PDSA, 
£750 to Mr Shorney, £85 in costs and a £60 
victim surcharge.

Traders in call to scrap parking fees 


TRADERS who say their business has almost halved since 
the introduction of parking fees for shoppers are calling 
for the charges to be scrapped. 

Some of the firms which have been hit in Cradley Heath 
are considering whether to shut up shop for good if 
nothing is done. 

A total of 25 businesses in the area have now petitioned 
Sandwell Council to ask for one hour’s free parking in the 
town to help boost trade after claiming an average drop in 
business of 41 per cent. 

A petition lodged with council bosses says some traders 
are considering closing as it is difficult to find the rent, and 
they claim the market is ‘on the verge of death’. 

They want the free hour to allow shoppers to drop off 
goods at charity shops and collect ordered items. In their 


petition, the traders have added: “Local residents com¬ 
plain about congested parking in side streets, especially by 
those working in Cradley Heath.” 

The parking fees were first introduced in April and 
Councillor Maria Crompton, the cabinet member for high¬ 
ways at Sandwell Council, says the petition is still being 
considered and she is yet to make a decision. 

However, officers have recommended no action is taken. 

In their report, officers state there are ‘potentially sig¬ 
nificant health risks’ associated with not charging on the 
car parks in Cradley Heath, and that it would discourage 
workers to take other forms of transport. 

This, they claim, would lead to fewer spaces available to 
shoppers and inconsiderate parking on the roads.

huge caffeine overdose 


A FATHER died of a massive caf¬ 
feine overdose after eating mints 
containing high levels of the stim¬ 
ulant, an inquest heard. 

John Jackson, aged 40, was found 
dead at his Darlaston home by his 
estranged wife Michelle and his step¬ 
daughter on May 2. 

Just one of the sweets favoured by Mr 
Jackson - Hero Mints - is said to contain 
more caffeine than a can of a high-energy 
drink such as Red Bull. Stepdaughters 
Amanda and Rebecca Court told an inquest 
at Walsall Manor Hospital that Mr Jackson 
was also an excessive drinker. 

Senior coroner Robin Balmain is writing 
to the Department of Health about Mr 
Jackson’s case to warn of the potential 
dangers. Giving evidence pathologist Dr 
Dragana Cvijan said a post mortem showed 
Mr Jackson had cirrhosis of the liver and 
that 155 milligrammes of caffeine was in his 
system. 

Contribute 

Deaths have been recorded at 79 mil¬ 
ligrammes. Dr Cvijan told the hearing: “To 
my surprise the immediate cause of death 
was not cirrhosis, but through caffeine over¬ 
dose. The post mortem showed other drug 
traces, but not enough for the final outcome. 

“I am sure this is the first time in my expe¬ 
rience we have come across what was liter¬ 
ally a caffeine overdose. It was confirmed by 
experts in this field. If the liver was not func¬ 
tioning properly that would contribute to 
the final outcome,” she added. 

Amanda Court, aged 27, told the hearing: 
“He used to eat Hero Mints, an instant 
energy sweet. On the pack it says it contains 
caffeine. He went mad on mints and used to 
buy all sorts of them several packets at a 
time.” 

Mr Balmain concluded that former 
painter and decorator Mr Jackson, who was 
found dead at his home in Walsall Road, Dar¬ 
laston, had died as a result of an accident. 
Mr Balmain said: “I didn’t know about these 
sweets. It seems to me to be something the 
authorities need to know about.”

Chris Wood, 
Newhampton Arts 
Centre, Wolverhampton 

THERE is something emi¬ 
nently likeable about Chris 
Wood. Although one of the 
mature musicians on the 
folk circuit, he manages to 
retain an endearing boyish 
and playful charm. 

This is how the award¬ 
winning musician got away 
with managing to disap¬ 
pear, leaving his audience 
in limbo, while he went in 
search of his cap in the 
dressing room. He had 
already set the tone of not 
taking himself seriously 
with a dull anecdote about 
guitar picks which 
managed to raise a laugh. 

He opened properly with 
a bluesy number, a song he 
had learned from Martin 
Carthy, Oh My Hat is 
Frozen to My Head. He 
moved on to The Cottagers 
Reply which, like most of 
Wood’s songs, has a gentle 
rolling sound enhancing 
the clever and poignant 
lyrics he is famous for. 

The Sweetness Game 
brought in a country feel 
before the title track of his 
latest album None the 
Wiser, a snapshot of reces¬ 
sion Britain. Wood’s 
smooth voice and gently 
bouncing acoustic rhythms 
draw you in .He pulls out 
his version of Jerusalem. 
While the words are the 
same as the great British 
hymn he has rewritten the 
music and it never seems to 
sit easy as a combination. 

There were more 
modern-day musings with 
More Fool Me about 
modern technology making 
it harder for musicians to 
make money.

Order is in short supply on 
the streets of Whitechapel 


B lood, gore, violence and 
shattered personal lives - 
they’re all just in a day’s work for 
the coppers working on Ripper Street. 

Despite being set in 1890, this 
drama, which returns for its second 
series this week, bears all the 
hallmarks of 21st century television 
thanks to its near-the-knuckle 
depictions of crimes, brutal plots and 
fast-paced approach to storytelling. 

And although those factors are 
enough to make any programme 
compelling, Ripper Street also has a 
superb cast, led by Matthew 
Macfadyen and Adam Rothenberg. 

All three return here to play their 
heroic if somewhat flawed characters 
who are trying to keep Whitechapel’s 
streets clean - which, it seems, is an 
impossible job. 

Life has changed for the three main 
characters since we last saw them; 
Drake (Flynn) has a new wife who 
seems to be smoothing down his 
rough edges, Jackson (Rothenberg) is 
beginning to wonder if Whitechapel is 
really the place to put down roots, 
while Reid (Macfadyen) has 
undergone the biggest change of all. 


“He’s no longer with his wife, who 
has left home, and the audience 
discovers why during the first episode,” 
explains the former Spooks star. ‘They 
had a very traumatic end to the first 
series and he’d given her false hope 
that he’d found their missing daughter. 
It turned out it wasn’t her and so that 
was pretty hard for them both and their 
marriage dissolved. 

‘Anyway, he’s on his own and his 
house is a mess. He sleeps at the 
office in Leman Street most nights 
and he’s in quite a lonely and dark 
place but as always he throws himself 
into his work and that’s his constant 
salvation.” 

In the first episode, a policeman has 
been thrown out of a window onto the 
iron railings below, and Reid is keen to 
find out whodunit as soon as possible 
- after all, if the police are proven to 
be fallible, criminals everywhere could 
run amok. 

The dead officer was stationed in 
neighbouring K-Division, led by the 
amoral Jedediah Shine, and Reid’s 
investigation sees him locking horns 
not only with his formidable colleague, 
but also with members of the 
emergent Chinatown community who 


appear to know more than they’re 
letting on. 

“It’s always thrilling to learn about 
the new casting and people who are 
coming in,” says Macfadyen. “We’ve 
got Joseph Mawle who comes in and 
plays Jedediah Shine and he’s a 
terrific actor.” 

Mawle’s previous credits include 
Birdsong, Game of Thrones and Red 
Riding, but he’s rarely played 
somebody as villainous as Shine. 

“Shine runs the Limehouse division 
and Reid runs the Whitechapel 
division,” Macfadyen reveals. “I think 
as far as Reid knows he is a good 
policeman. 

“Initially, they work together and 
then doubts start to grow about Shine 
and what kind of man he is...” 

But really, at the heart of the drama 
is the bromance between the three 
central characters. 

“It’s a lovely dynamic because it is 
two and one - three is always two and 
one, it’s a constantly shifting thing. Two 
are fighting and one is breaking up the 
fight. It’s great and they are lovely 
actors so it just gets better and better.”

WHEN referee Ian Campbell 
blew the whistle on his first foot¬ 
ball match, he never imagined he 
would be leading teams out on the 
same ground 50 years later. 

But the 66-year-old was invited back 
to the playing fields in Great Bridge 
Road, Moxley to officiate at a Bilston 
Youth League game five decades to the 
day since his debut match. 

After growing up near Pleck Park, 
Walsall in the shadow of Walsall FC’s 
stadium, Mr Campbell moved to Leeds 
to study at college before setting up 
home in Luton. The Staffordshire 
Football Association wanted to mark 
his 50 years in the game, so they 
invited him to referee Saturday’s 


game between Forest Star and 
Wednesbury Sports Union. 

He was presented with a certificate, 
polo shirt and pin badge before kick-off 
in the game, which Wednesbury won 3- 
1 . 

It all started on October 12,1963 for 
Mr Campbell when he oversaw a clash 
between Stowlawn Methodists and 
Lincoln Rovers in the Walsall Minor 
League. He still has the match card 
and says he looks back fondly on his 
early days in the sport. 

He decided to become a referee as he 
loved football but realised he ‘was no 
good at it’, he says. And despite being a 
season ticket holder at Walsall as a 
child, he now insists he does not 
support any club. A former contracts 


co-ordinator for WH Smith, Mr Camp¬ 
bell admits he has been lucky to work 
as a referee for so many years. “I really 
enjoy it and it’s certainly better than 
shopping on a Saturday afternoon,” he 
said. “Unless you get to the top leagues 
there is very little money in it, but the 
bit you do get means you are basically 
being paid for doing a hobby, which is 
great.” 

The married grandfather-of-eight 
says one of the highlights of his career 
was being chosen to referee reserve 
games for top flight clubs in the 1970s, 
when he came into contact with 
legends such as Trevor Francis and 
Derek Dougan. “I’ve been very lucky 
and I really can’t complain,” he said.

Objections are 
raised to plans 

RESIDENTS voiced their objections over plans for 
a multi-million pound regeneration scheme in 
Darlaston when they got the chance to quiz council 
chiefs on the project. 

Walsall Council bosses hope Phoenix 10 will transform 
the old James Bridge IMI Copper Works and nearby 
redundant industrial sites close to the M6 in Darlaston 
into a thriving business hub. 

But residents fear years of disruption as a result of the 
building works and also raised concerns over their health 
as a result of open cast mining that will take place. 

The future of a popular social club and play park were 
also major worries at a drop-in event in St John’s Church 
Hall in Scarborough Road last week. Vicky MacFarlane, 
45, who runs the James Bridge Copper Social Club in 
Reservoir Place which is on one of the proposed sites, 
said: “I think a lot of people are dead against this. We are 
really worried what this means for our club which has 
more than 300 members. 

Walsall Council deputy leader Adrian Andrew said: 
“Residents should be and will be at the centre of every¬ 
thing we do on the project and we will work with them to 
overcome any concerns they may have. We need to clear 
up this area because it is polluted.” 

Service aims 
to help find 
answers and 
save people 

FOR DECADES, suicide has been a subject 
that people have been afraid to talk about. But 
now trained counsellor Lucy Shepherd is 
hoping to save lives by encouraging people to 
share their problems. 

Mrs Shepherd, who became a counsellor a year 
ago after quitting her job as a recruitment manager 
is launching a new befriending and support service 
in the Black Country in order to reduce the number 
of people taking their own lives. 

Based at Langley Park 
Community Centre in 
Oldbury, Suicide Response 
aims to provide face-to-face 
support for people across the 
West Midlands who have 
been experiencing suicidal 
thoughts. 

Mrs Shepherd says the 
region is one of the hot-spot 
areas for suicides, and in 
recent years the number has 
been ising. Nationally, there 
were 6,045 suicides among 
people aged 15 and over in 
2011, an increase of 437 
compared to the previous 
year. 

More than a quarter of 
these deaths took place in 
the West Midlands, with 
1,129 men and 398 women 
in the region taking their 
own lives. 

Struggling 

“It has been increasing 
since the recession, a lot of 
people have been at crisis 
point for financial reasons, 
losing their homes,” says 
Mrs Shepherd, who has 
recruited 12 trained volun¬ 
teers to help with the 
project. 

She adds: “There is a 
great taboo about suicide, 
people tend to think it is 
about mental health, but it 
isn’t always about that. 

“A lot of people we’re 
working with are just strug¬ 
gling to get through the red 
tape, and we can help. 

“Some of them might be 
;ulty filling in 
because they 
suffer from dyslexia for 
example.” 

As well as providing one- 
to-one meetings with 
clients, Suicide Resp-onse 
will also be holding weekly 
support group meetings at 
the Langley Centre. 

“We want to provide a 
safe place for those at risk to 
talk with someone non- 
judgmental, someone who 


having diff 
the forms

will listen and understand 
and help that person 
explore what is going on for 
them,” says Mrs Shepherd. 

“When people are dis¬ 
charged from hospital after 
a suicide attempt, too often 
they are often passed down 
the mental health route, or 
directed towards the 
Samaritans,” says Mrs 
Shepherd..” 

She said the service is free 
to people who are contem¬ 
plating suicide, but will also 
be offering face-to-face 
befriending to people who 
are feeling socially isolated 
at £12 a session.

Mitsubishi workhorse must live up to proud name 



y David Banner 


MITSUBISHI’S L200 is a famous 
name in UK pick-up circles but can 
the latest version of this workhorse 
cut it alongside its talented rivals? 

The pick-up was mopping up over 45 per cent 
of total sales in its 2003 heyday. Today’s curvier 
version must face far stiffer competition from 
rival products, hence its Japanese marque’s 
continual attempts to improve it. The latest 
models move the game on again, Mitsubishi 
offering a high specification and a generous 
helping of flash for the cash. 

The L200 does the lifestyle pick-up thing 
better than any other model. 

Adventurous 

It offers more adventurous styling and high 
spec versions called Warrior and Barbarian 
with lots of equipment. The underlying vehicle 
is more of a mixed bag. Build quality and road 
manners could be better but the L200 is 
manoeuvrable, tough and looks like good value 
for money. 

It would be no exaggeration to say that Mit¬ 
subishi had much to do with the pick-up’s mete¬ 
oric rise to prominence on these shores. Sales in 
a sector dominated by the L200 grew by 347 per 
cent in the six years leading up to the end of 
2004. That pace of growth subsequently tailed 
off but not before it caught the attention on 
other manufacturers, encouraging them to 
take the pick-up market more seriously. Mit- 


The Mitsubishi L200 the lifestyle vehicle that changed the UK pick-up market 


subishi’s innovation was focusing on the pick¬ 
up truck as a leisure vehicle as well as a 
working one. The tax advantages accrued by 
people using one for family duties and as a 
company car proved attractive and Mit¬ 
subishi’s chrome tinged L200 double cabs had 
the practicality and the attitude for this varied 
role. 

Whichever L200 model you choose, and there 
are quite a few of them, there’s a 2.5-litre 
common-rail injection diesel engine up front 
doing the hard work. In standard form, this 
engine turns in a healthy 134bhp and torque of 


314Nm at 2,000rpm but a high power option is 
also available that tickles the output up to a 
macho 175bhp with 400Nm at 2,000rpm in 
manual form. This latter unit is capable of 
hitting 62mph from standstill in 12.1seconds 
before rumbling on to a lllmph top speed. 

The less powerful L200s take 15 seconds to 
reach 62mph and will eventually attain 
103mph. The five-speed manual gearbox comes 
as standard but a five-speed automatic is also 
offered that features a Sport mode with more 
aggressive shift mapping. 

Pick-up ride quality always leaves something 


The L200’s galvanised load area 

to be desired compared to 4x4 passenger cars 
but the L200 doesn’t do too badly. It’s not the 
best UK-market pick-up to drive but it is one of 
the most manoeuvrable. 

Some pick-ups have entry-level front-wheel- 
drive versions but not the L200. Whether it’s 
the Easy Select 4WD system on the entry-level 
models or the Super Select 4WD set-up on the 
range-topping versions, all have all-wheel- 
drive. Easy Select models should be run in 2WD 
mode in normal conditions with a locked 4WD 
mode selectable on low friction surfaces. 

The Super Select is an advanced full time 4x4 


set-up similar to that found in Mitsubishi’s 
Shogun.There are three basic bodystyles to 
mull over. The single cab is reserved very much 
for businesses that need a proper old school 
working pick-up. Its traditional two seats and 
extensive 2,220mm load length mean it priori¬ 
tises cargo over cabin. 

The second option is the Club cab. This is for 
single cab customers who might occasionally 
need to transport more than one passenger. It 
offers a 1,805mm load length with additional 
capacity behind the cabin’s front seats for 
secure storage or to seat a couple of small ones. 

Most L200 customers opt for a double cab 
body, a variant offered in any trim level you 
like. This is a four-door five-seater model. 

The L200 trim level range reflects its goal of 
catering for business and private buyers. You 
have 4Work models at the base of the range 
equipped only with the basics. That means CD 
stereo, steel wheels, and the basic Easy Select 
4x4 system. 4Life is a little plusher with air- 
conditioning, electric windows and keyless 
entry. Beyond that, we reach the high series 
L200s, double cab versions dubbed Warrior and 
Barbarian. These are the bigger sellers and the 
models that cross over between business and 
pleasure usage. 

All of the high series L200 models feature the 
M-ASTC traction and stability control system 
as standard which is a really useful addition. 
The Warrior also features 17” alloy wheels, 
body-coloured wheel-arches, cruise control and 
climate control. The Barbarian is actually 
rather civilised, adding a colour screen satellite 
navigation system, a reversing camera, full 
leather trim and numerous styling accessories.

LAUNCHED in Europe in 1996, the original 
Subaru Outback pioneered the ‘crossover’ 
concept, combining the comfort, interior 
space and superior on-road handling of a 
family estate with the off-road capability and 
ground clearance of a sports utility vehicle. 

Upgraded for the 2014 model year, Subaru engineers 
have now realised further improvements to the Outback, 
enhancing the car’s handling characteristics with revised 
suspension components and the latest incarnation of 
Subaru’s Vehicle Dynamics Control.

The Outback line-up has received a visual upgrade, 
refreshing the vehicle’s looks.

Colours

Black metallic panels bring about a more modern and 
premium appearance and feel, while instruments within 
the cockpit have been moved to improve user-friendliness.
